25'^  Anniversary 

Years  of  dreaming  and  planning  came  to  life  in  1973,  when  Roxbury 
Community  College  opened  its  doors  in  the  Grove  Hall  area  of  Roxbury. 
Despite  less  than  perfect  surroundings  -  its  location  was  a  former  car  dealership  - 
RCC's  dedicated  faculty,  staff,  and  administration  served  the  educational  needs  of 
four  hundred  students.  The  College's  mission,  as  it  is  now,  was  to  provide  higher 
education  to  those  Boston  residents  who  found  most  other  avenues  to  higher 
education  closed. 

A  "global  village,"  RCC's  multicultural  and  ethnically  diverse  student 
population  has  set  it  apart  from  other  community  colleges  in  the  Commonwealth. 
Although  most  of  our  students  are  from  Boston  and  surrounding  communities, 
many  originally  came  from  all  corners  of  the  world  including:  North  America, 
Central  America,  South  America,  Africa,  Asia,  the  Middle  East,  and  Europe. 
International  students  also  hail  from  Brazil,  China,  Trinidad,  Peru,  Barbados, 
Nigeria,  Haiti,  and  Jamaica. 

In  1975,  growth  was  the  impetus  for  a  move  to  424  Dudley  Street  -  a  former 
nursing  home.  This  move  permitted  the  expansion  and  strengthening  of  academic 
programs  and  student  services.  The  college  continued  to  grow,  bursting  at  the 
seams,  which  precipitated  another  move  in  1982,  to  the  former  site  of  Boston 
State  College  on  Huntington  Avenue.  As  the  College  continued  to  shift  its  service 
base  to  meet  expanding  enrollment,  the  goal  to  establish  a  permanent  home  for 
Roxbury  Community  College  in  the  heart  of  the  communities  that  it  serves 
remained  strong. 

With  much  anticipation  and  fanfare,  Roxbury  Community  College 
christened  its  new  home  as  the  cornerstone  of  the  Southwest  Corridor  in  the 
Spring  of  1988.  This  12  acre  campus  includes  a  state-of-the-art  Media  Arts 
Building,  Academic  Building,  Administrative  Offices,  Student  Center,  Reggie 
Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  Center  and  on-site  parking.  In  addition  to  the  12  acre 
Columbus  Avenue  Campus,  Roxbury  Community  College  has  an  additional 
campus  at  989  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

With  renewed  commitment,  Roxbury  Community  College  is  poised  to 
enter  the  twenty-first  century,  continuing  its  legacy  of  providing  educational 
opportunities  for  all  who  enter  its  doors. 


cademic 


The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  of  the  academic  procession  date  back  to  the 
Middle  Ages,  when  they  were  common  dress  for  scholars.  Monks  and  students 
wore  them  to  keep  warm  in  the  damp  and  drafty  12th  century  European  castles 
and  halls  of  learning. 

The  bachelors  gown  has  a  pleated  front  and  long,  pointed  sleeves.  The  mas- 
ter's gown,  which  may  be  worn  open,  is  distinguishable  by  its  long  square  sleeves. 
The  doctor's  gown  is  trimmed  with  velvet  panels  and  has  three  velvet  bars  on  the 
bell  shaped  sleeves. 

The  hood  provides  the  color,  contrast  and  symbolism  of  the  procession. 
Certain  colors  became  associated  with  particular  areas  of  knowledge.  For  example, 
the  hood  border  worn  by  a  doctor  of  theology  was  red,  a  color  associated  with  the 
Catholic  Church;  a  medical  doctor  wears  a  green  border,  after  the  healing  powers 
of  medicinal  herbs. 

In  Europe,  a  uniform  color  system  never  developed.  However  in  the  United 
States,  an  intercollegiate  committee  meeting  in  1895  decided  upon  uniform  color 
standards,  assigning  a  specific  color  to  each  field  of  study.

Dr.  Lynda  Marie  Jordan  is  currendy  a  Mardn  Luther  Kin^,  Jr.  Visidng 
Professor  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  She  is  also  an  Associate 
Professor  of  Chemistry  at  North  Carolina  Agricultural  and  Technical  State 
University  in  the  College  of  the  Arts  and  Sciences.  Her  cumulative  professional 
experience  is  in  the  field  of  chemistry,  primarily  Biological  Chemistry. 

Dr.  Jordan  is  the  epitome  of  success.  She  grew  up  in  the  Bromley  Heath 
housing  development  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  section  of  Boston  with  her  two  sisters 
and  single  parent  mother.  Against  all  odds,  she  forged  ahead  with  a  dream.  She 
learned  at  an  early  age  that  she  was  gifted  with  strong  mathematics  and  science 
abilities  and  remembers  telling  people  "I  want  to  create  some  excellent  top-notch 
science.  I  want  to  teach  and  make  a  contribution  to  science."  As  a  result  of 
determination  and  hard  work,  it  has  paid  off  She  is  considered  one  of  the  new 
generation  of  African  American  Scientists.  Dr.  Jordan  is  working  on  developing 
a  new  science  -  the  PLA-2  which  triggers  the  chemical  process  to  induce  labor  in 
pregnant  women. 

With  extensive  experience  in  the  development  of  a  core  research  and  teaching 
program  in  the  area  of  Biochemistry,  her  strength  is  in  the  integration  of  research 
and  teaching  in  the  curriculum  at  high  school,  undergraduate  and  graduate  levels. 
She  has  published  numerous  papers  and  conducts  workshops  and  seminars  at  the 
academic,  industrial  and  federal  levels,  and  is  active  in  numerous  professional 
and  civic  organizations  including  Clark  Atlanta  University,  the  National  Institute 
of  Nutrition,  among  others.  She  has  also  acclaimed  national  and  international 
recognition  for  various  contributions  to  the  scientific  and  education  communities, 
and  her  passion  is  to  develop  more  scientists  from  within  the  African  American 
communities. 

Dr.  Jordan  has  completed  Postdoctoral  studies  at  the  Institute  Pasteur  in  Paris, 
France,  received  a  Ph.D.  in  Biological  Chemistry  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  a  Masters  in  Chemistry  from  Atlanta  University  and  a  B.S.  in 
Professional  Chemistry  from  North  Carolina  A&T  State  University,  and  graduated 
from  Dorchester  High  School  in  Dorchester,  MA.  She  resides  in  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina  and  stays  in  Cambridge,  MA  while  on  assignment  at  M.I.T.
